Whether to Use Asphalt 
or Wooden Blocks.

THE ENGINEER HAS MADE A REPORT 



Matter Will Soon Come Up For 
Consideration--- Blocks not 
Success Anticipated. 



One of the most. Important matters 
to bo discussed by the city council 
this year will shortly come before that 
body In a manner that Will require 
very careful consideration. Tho ques- 
tion referred to is tint of street pav- 
ing So far this year nothing has 
been done in this Hue outside of the 
recommendations of the city engineer 
of the work thai Should he under- 
taken; The question bothering the 
aldermen the most is wh.it will be 
used — blocks or asphalt, It is alleged 
that the block paving is not proving 
the success expected, anil today a 
number of the pr.ved streets tire in 
need of repairs- and the question 
naturally arises, Will it be better to 
use 

Blocks or Natural Asphalt? 

(t is generally conceded that blocks 
sue as gooii as, if not better than, 
asjtiiialt, but they must: be properly 
treated before they are lasting. it is 
Jilso acknowledged thp.t they make 
much less noise than any other per- 
manent pavement, in life, which is 
considered a great: advantage. The 
blocks which have been laid in this 
city have, it is sulci, not been treated 
in n, proper manner, and it Is to this 
cause that the early decay is attrib- 



uted. In former years the blocks 
underwent, a course of treatment which 
was supposed to have made them so 
that they were not subject to decay; 
but 'when they were examined they 
were found to have, only received the 
coat of creosote on the outside, which 
did not penetrate more than a small 
fraction of an inch. 

For some time past City Engineer 
Topp has been recommending that a 
proper erepsotlng plant should be 
secured, and it is. understood that hlH 
views were placed before the streets, 
bridges and sewer committee at their 
last meeting, in tho form of ^report, 
which will be considered in ffie near 
future. 

The Plant as Recommended 

by Engineer Topp is In the form of a 
large boiler which Is fitted so that the 
air may be pumped put and creosote 
pumped In, and it It: then made air- 
tight and the creosote is forced clear 
through tho blocks by a pressure of 
ten pounds to the square huh. 'These j 
plants are in use in a majority of the 
lnrjre cities of the TTnlted States and I 
are highly recommended, the result 
being thai the- blocks last twice as 
long. Witt? a plant of this descrip- 
tion in use In I liis city, the pavement 
could be made to last from ten to

A glance at the area of their manufac- 
turing enterprises gives a clearer notion 
of the possible importance both to Can- 
ada and the industrial classes of this 
country of. the proposed direct associa- 
tion between the Canadian producer and 
the British consumer. The factories run 
by the co-operative societies of England 
and Scotland include those for the mak- 
ing of the followinig commodities: Arti- 
san clothing, biscuits and sweets, boots 
and shoes, brushes, butter and cheese, 
cured fish, flannels. Hour (four mills in 
England alone), furniture, groceries, 
hosiery, lard, mantles, preserves, shirts, 
soaps and candles, tailor-made goods, to- 
bacco, underclothing, etc. $ 

In addition to these enterprises at 
home, the co-operatives own six steam- 
ships, so that it is possible for their 
cargoes of wheat for the home mills to 
bo carried from the Great Lakes to the 
Scottish and English headquarters with- 
out breaking bulk. Thin saving of ex- 
pense, together with the absence of mid- 
dlemen's profits, will enable the market- 
ing in Britain of Hour milled from Can- 
adian wheat, at a price unprecedented 
for cheapness. The incidental advan- 
tages to Canada in the way of attract- 
ing desirable immigrants will also be 
great.

THOUGHTS IN VERSE. 

The average reader, if lie has any 
ta.?te for poetry, does not trouble him- 
self to judge its quality according to 
the canons of the critic. Sufficir-T ; 
for him that it appeals to him and 
pleases him. Curiously enougti, too, 
it is the poetry which pleases the 
people today that becomes the classic 
of tomorrow. "We refer, of course, to 
the minor poetry which strikes a 
respondent chord in the popular breast. 
Nearly all the gems that are found in 
volumes of selections from the poets 
and In authologies have gone the 
rounds after being written, just as 
certain songs, which never die, have 
been sung by the fireside of the 
humble folk, or airs that have been 
"lilted" and "hummed" by the masses 
Into Immortality. There is a subtle 
something in true poetry and song 
that finds its own way to recognition 
more often through the hearts of the 
unsophisticated than the appreciation 
of the erudite. A book that every- 
body reads and a song that everybody 
sings have some merits, whether the 
critic acknowledges It or not. Popu- 
larity is not always a true test of 
quality. We do not say that Milfoil's 
"Paradise Lost" or Bailey's "Pestus'

The victim was a Chinese boy, 
one m' the steward's department, who 
was taken 111 on March 8th when the 
steamer was live days out from Yoko- 
■ ha ma for Victoria. When the case jas 
reported to the steamer's doctor il was 
at once isolated. The steamer was 
brought alongside tbe quarantine wharf 
and fumigation begun without delay. 
The company of the steamer, officers, 
crew 'and passengerp. were taken 
ashore ami quartered in Mime of the 
hospital buildings, ami till precautions 
will he taken; all will he vaccinated 
and denlt with according to the quar- 
antine measures usually adopted in such 
cases. There are 50 steerage pnsseli- 
gcrs on the Tartar, and 213 steerage, 
mostly Chinese. The crew numbers 
over 'JOO. and till told there will he 
• about 500 persons in quarantine. Tel- j 
ephonc messages were sent t<> the city 
yesterday to secure guards and a staff | 
lias been placed on duty outside the j 
fences as In previous instances when 
steamers have been quarantined.

A few days before a 
notice was served on Messrs. Bullen 
that unless the wages of shipwrights at 
the yard were advanced fifty cents a 
day on new work— the old rate on old 
work being maintained — they would 
strike. The shipwrights are paid $3.50 
on new work, and $4.50 on old work, 
and their present demand. Is for $4 for 
new work, such as the building of tlie 
Princess Royal, etc. The management 
of tlie shipyard declined to pay the 
advance sought, and on Monday the 
shipwrights engaged at the yard went 
out on strike. The matter was referred 
to the Trades and Labor Council, and 
at a meeting last Saturday between 
that body, the shipwrights and Mr. 
Bulien, a. decision was come to to re- 
fer tlie matter to a Supreme Court 
judge, the men in the meantime going 
back to work'at $3.50 per day. None 
of the other unions, as boiler workers, 
etc., employed at the shipyard, Jomeo 
tlie strike. 

So far in Us history the strike of 
union printers against the book and 
lob offices In New York city has dif- 
fered In one important particular from 
many previous contests of a similar 
nature, in that it has been free from 
violence and outrage. Tho union men. 
exercising their undoubted right to quit 
work, walked out of their employers' 
shops over a week ago. Since then the 
employers have borne public testimony 
to the good order observed by their 
former workmen and the absence from 
their campaign of violations of the law. 
Too often a. strike means bludgeon- 
ings, sandba gglngs, attempts at arson, 
the distribution of explosives, aud sim- 
ilar terrifying tactics. Tho printers'

AVithared guide book clutch- 
ed helplessly in Ills left hand and his 
right hand free so- that he can dig up 
the currency of tho realm every thirty 
seconds, he sets forth to become ac- j 
(jualnted with mediaeval architecture 
and the -work of the old masters. He 
Is Just as helpless and apprehensive 
as a country boy at Coney Island. The 
guides and cabmen bullyrag him. 
Newsboys and hegga.rs pester him with 
impunity-. Children In the street stojp 
to laugh at his Kansas City fedora. 
AVhen he goes into a sliop the polite 
brigand behind the showcase charges 
him t\ro prices and gives him bad 
money for change. 

Why'.' Because he is in a strange 
man's town, stripped of his local Im- 
portance and battling with a foreign 
language. The man who cannot talk 
back Immediately becomes a weakling. 

What is the chief terror to travel ? 
It is the lonesomeness of feeiing that 
one cannot adapt himself to the unfa- 
miliar background arid therefore is sure 
to attract, more or less attention as a 
curio. And in what city does this feel- 
ing of lonesomeness become most over- 
whelming? In London, 
i The American nmsr, go to England 
In order to learn for a dead certainty 
that he does not speak the English 
language. On tho Continent if he kicks 
on the charges an<l carries a great deal 
of- hand luggage and his clothes do not 
lit him any too well he may be mis- 
taken for an- Englishman. This- great 
joy never awaits him in London. 

I do not wish to talk about myself, 
yet 1 can say in truthfulness that I have 
been working for years to enrich the 
English language. Most of the time 
■1 have been years ahead of the diction- 
aries. I have been so far ahead of 
the dictionaries that sometimes I fear 
they will never catch up. It has been 
my privilege to use words that are un- 
known to Lindley Murray. Andrew 
Lang once started to read my works 
• and. then sank witli a "bubbling cry and 
did not come up for three days. 

It seems that In my efforts to enrich 
the English language E made It too rich 
and the result was mental gastritis. In 
one of my fables, written in pure and 
undelilocl Chicago, reference was made 
to that kcincl of a table d'hote restaurant 
which servos an Italian diner for 60 
cents. This restaurant was called a 
"spaghetti Joint." Mr. Lang declared 
that the appellation was altogether pre- 
posterous, as it is a well known fact 
t'hat spaghetti lias no Joints, being In- 
vertebrate and quit e devoid of osseous 
tissue, the same as a caterpillar. Also 
lie thought that "cinch" was merely 
a misspelling of "sink," something to do 
with a ldtchen. Now If an. American 
reeking with the siy«et venacular of 
his native land cannot make himself 
understood by one who is familiar with 
all the ins and outs of our language, 
what chance has he with the ordinary

This pitiful fact comes home 
every American when he arrives 
London — there are two languages, the 
English and the American. One Is 
correct, the other Is incorrect. One 
is a pure and limpid stream; the other 
!s a stagnant pool, swarming with 
bacilli. In front of a shop in Paris is 
a sign, "English spoken — American 
understood." This sign Is just as mislead- 
ing as every other sign hi Paris.* If 
our English cannot he understood right 
here In England what chance have we 
among strangers? 

One of the blessed advantages of 
coining bore to England Is that every 
American, no matter how old he may 
be or how often he has assisted at the 
massacre of the mother tongue, may 
begin to get a correct line on the gen- 
uine English speech. A few Ameri- 
cans, say 11 f t >- or more in Boston and 
several In New York, are said to speak 
English In spots. Very often they fan, 
but sometimes they bit the ball. By 
patient endeavor thoy have mastered 
the .sound of "a" as In "father." but 
they continue to call a clerk a clerk, in- 
stead of a "dark," and they never 
have gained the courage to say "leften- 
ant." They wander on the suburbs of 
the English language, nibbling at the 
edges, as It were. Anyone living west 
of Pittsburg is still lost in the desert. 

It is only when the Pilgrim comes 
right here to the fountain head of the 
Chaucerian language that he can drink 
deep and revive his parched Intellect. 
For three days I have been camping 
hero at the headwaters of Kngllsh. j 
Although this is my fourth visit to I 
London and I have taken a. thorough j 
course at the music, halls and convers- | 
ed with some of the most prominent 
shopkoeprs on or in the Strand, to say 
nothing of having chatted almost in a 
spirit of democratic equality with some 
of the most representative waiters, I 
still feel as If I were a little child play- 
ing by the seashore while the great 
ocean of British idioms lies undiscov- 
ered before me. 
Yesterday, however, I had the rare 
| and almost delirious pleasure of meet- 
i lnw an upper class Englishman. He 
has family, social position, wealth, sev- 
eral capital letters trailing after his 
name (which is long enough without 
an appendix), an ancestry, a glorious 
past and possibly a future. Usually 
an American has to wait In London 
eight or ten years before he meets an 
Englishman who is not trying to sell 
him dress shirts . or something to put 
on his hair. In two short days — prac- 
tically at one bound — I had realized the 
full ambition of my countrymen. 

Before being presented to the heavy 
swell I was taken into the chamber of 
meditation by the American who was 
to accompany me on this lllght to 
glory. He prepared me for the cere- 
mony by whispering to ine that the 
chap we were about to meet what ev- 
erywhere and saw everybody; that he 
was a 'varsity man and had Shot big 
game and had a place up country, and 
couldn't remember the names of all 
his clubs — bad to hire a man by the 
year just to remember the names of 
his clubs. 

May I confess that 1 was immensely 
flattered to know that 1 could meet 
this Important person? When we are 
at long range we throw bricks at- the 
aristocracy and landed gentry, but 
when we come close to them we trem- 
ble violently and are much pleased if 
they differentiate us from the furni- 
ture of the room. 

Why not tell the truth for once? I 
was tickled and overheated with bliss 
to know that this social lion was quite 
willing to sit alongside of me and 
breathe the adjacent atmosphere. 

Also I was perturbed and stage 
frightened because I knew that I spoke 
nothing but the American language, 
and that probably I used my nose In- 
stead of my vocal chords In giving ex- 
pression to such thoughts as might 
escape from me. Furthermore, I was 
afraid that during our conversation I 
might accidentally lapse Into slang, 
and I knew that in Great Britain slang 
is abhorred above every other earthly 
thing except goods oi German manu- 
facture. So I resolved to be on my 
guard and try to come as near to Eng- 
lish speech as it is possible for any one 
to come after he has walked up and 
down State street for the years. 
• My real and ulterior motive in wel- 
coming this Interview with a regis- 
tered Englishman was to get, free of 
charge, an allopathic dose of twenty- 
four carats English. I wanted to bask 
in the bright light of an intellect that 
had no flickers in It and absorb some 
of the infallibility that is so preval- 
ent In these parts. 

We met. i steadied myself and said: 
"I'm glad to know you — that Is, I am 
extremely pleased to have the honor of 
making your acquaintance." 

He looked at me with a kindly light 
in his steel blue eyes, and after a short 
period of deliberation spoke as follows: 
"Thanks." 

"The International developments of 
recent years have been such as should 
properly engender a feeling of the 
warmest. brotherhood between all 
branches of the Auglo-Saxon race." I 
said. "I don't think that any fair- 
minded American has It in for Great 
Britain — that is, it seems to mo that 
all former resentment growing out of 
early conflicts between the two countries 
has given way to a spirit of tolerant 
understanding. Do you not agree with i 
me?" 

He hesitated for a moment, as if not. 
desiring to commit himself by a hasty j

1, is tho Pinivbeel 
Nebula, one of the pyrotechnics of the 
sky. Just to the west of the star E is a 
faint double star D; which is remarkable 
because it lies almost exactly at the 
pole of the Milky Way. 

All of the faint stars thai lie between 
the two dogs, extending from tho head 
of the Winter Simko to Orion, make 
ui) the constellation Motio'cerOs, or the 
Unicorn. Tjiia group was known to Ihe 
early Persians and to the Chinese; it is 
chiefly remarkable for the large number 
or double stars and star clusters which 
it contains; 

The New Comets. 

The brightest comet of the year, "which 
was discovered in the early morning of 
December (i, has now passed around the 
Mini into the evening sky. During .Ian- 
nary and February it moved very rapid- 
ly eastward; reaching the constellation 
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will have dlBajipeared b'ehlm d the sun 
In the west; four weeks Inter Leo will 
have also gone, and cue complete 
change of tho winter into Hie summer 
sky will be finished.

Oetus about the middle of February. 
During March it will move entirely 
across this constellation along the path 
F. G., Fig. 1. In January the comet 
passed very near to the earth so that on 
January '2 it was nearly (if) times as 
bright as at the time of its discovery. 
Now, however, it is very rapidly leaving 
us again and is only visible in tho larger 
telescopes. 

The second comet that has recently 
been visible was discovered at Genoa 
on November 18th. The most remarkable 
thing about this body was its extraor- 
dinarily rapid motion. AVhen first neon 
it was very near the north Pole, at H. 
Fig 1; three days later it had reached 
(he point K in Cepheus, nnd in tho 
course of a week il passed entirely 
across Cassiopeia and Andromeda to r, 
(Fig. 1). To those who had the pleasure 
of viewing the comet through n telescope 
its rapid motion was very striking. It 
could be soon drifting past the stars in 
its path, but four or live minutes being 
required for it to move entirely across 
the field of View, This comet passed 
fio near to the earth that, it was hoped 
its distance might be accurately mea- 
sured in miles, and from this the dis- 
tance from the sun to the earth in miles 
could he found. This is the great fun- 
damental distance in astronomy: the 
measure in terms of which all other dis- 
tances are expressed. 

The Nature of Comets. 

Both of these comets were very unlike 
the popular idea of a comet, being mere- 
ly fuint, round) w.oply.-lo'oklng objects, 
without any trace of a taHj ns shown in 
Fig. 2. Nenriy nil of the comets which 
are discovered have this appearance 
though some of 'them arc condensed and 
brighter at the centre as In Pig. ?,. 11 
is only rarely that a comet develops n 
definite head and tail, though ihe very 
bright comets usually do so. 

The size of oven the smallest comets 
is enormous, their dimensions being ex- 
pressed in millions of miles. This is 
well shown hy Fig. 4, which s'nows the 
head of the comet of 1858 compared in 
size with the earth. The little round 
dot to the right is the earth, drawn in 
its true size, and it will be noticed that 
it quite sinks into insignificance in com 1 
parison even with the small pnrt of 
the comet which is shown. 

It n r though the comets nre almost in- 
conceivably large their weight is but 
small. On the average if is certain that 
a cubic foot of comeinry matter weighs 
less than a cubic foot of the best so- 



the brighter comets pass around the sun 
their tails always point netirly away 
from the sun, as shown in Fig. ti. The 
smallest particles of the comet are push- 
ed away by the sun, but what the na- 
ture of the force which repels them is 
not known. It may ho electrical or it 
may bo due to the so-called light impact. 
The explanation both of this and of tho 
cause of the faint light which the tails 
emit is yet to be found. 

The Planets. 
Jupiter is still in excellent position for 
observation and will remain the bright- 
est and most conspicuous evening star 
during the month. Venus will also ho 
curly visible after sunset, having 
changed from a morning to an evening 
star on February 13. .It is rapidly mov- 
ing eastward across the constellation 
Pisces; by tho end or tho niOntlx it will 
be nboul one degree west of the bright 
star M. Ifig. 1, sotting about 8 p.m. In 
a small telescope it will then be sec-ii

An Appreciation of the Women of Japan. 




THE -winsome little Japanese lady is 
familiar to all the world us a 
sweet and fascinating creature, 
but where, beyond the dainty- 
limits of lier marvelous native tahd, is 
her real and rightful heritage of intel- 
lectual ' a nd political brilliance known. 

The role women played In old Japan 
was resplendent With freedom and 
power. "..Men ami women were almost 
equal in social position," declares Pro- 
fessor Jinzu Naruse, rounder of the 
Woman's University Of Tokio.

In- 
dia, as mirrored in the ancient Hindu 
Uachlngs, entertained a respect for 
woman rising almost to worship, and 
offered a pattern for wedlock that is 
perhaps unrivalled. Scattered through- 
out the Vedas, India's sacred books, are 
many beautiful proofs of this fine rev- 
erence for womankind in the wise 
maxims blossoming on their ancient 
pages.

peals to the great gods for help. Tin- 
divine response can.e through the glor- 
ious goddess Durga who embodied the 
heavenly forces and delivered the panic 
stricken world showing forth for all 
lime that in the divine woman, the 
Goddess aspect of Nature all power 
is manifested, all protection is found. 
"The divine Womanhood is the refuge 
of tlie world and at the feet of the 
Goddess all the worlds lind rest." 

It was only natural and inevitable 
that with the animus of these pure, ex- 
alted ideals a beautiful and puissant 
womanhood should llowcr In th 
of the Bast. The historian may 
tlie histories of the w 01 id. the romancer 
and tlie poet may turn the pages of all 
the world's literature and they will 
llnd nowhcYo liner, sweeter, more beau- 
tiful types of womanhood than those 
in the books of the old Orient. To him 
who faithfully reads these it sometimes 
seems that every Ideal virtue and every 
possible grace were molded in human 
forms and these forms Immortalized 
by the pen for tin? earth to admire, the 
perfection of womanhood In types that 
have not been surpassed. 

"The noblest Ideal of married life 
ever given the world." thinks Mrs. 
Annie Besant, for years a resident of 
Benares, India, and a profound student 
of Indian institutions, "is found in 
Hinduism, of husband and wife drawn 
together by spiritual affinity rather 
than the fleshly desire, and Joined in 
the bonds of an indissoluble marriage. 
Joined for spiritual development, for 
spiritual growth, the man not able to 
perform many of of the religious cere- 
monies without the wife. The Ideal 
Hindu husband and "the Ideal Hindu 
wife make the most perfect picture of 
the marriage union that lias ever served 
as ideal of a nation, that has ever In- 
spired practice in right living." 



According to the Hindu conception 
marriage constituted th? complete hu- 
man beng husband and wife are but 
two halves forming an entire, a single 
whole. There Is no Idea of possible 
antagonism. There Is no idea of pos- 
sible rivalry. Man and woman, hus- 
band and wife are two halve.: of the 
complete num. of the complete human 
life, the perfect union, that true unity 
that gave the Hindu ideal of marriage. 

Eurther luminous proofs of the no- 
bility of ancient Oriental womanhood 
appear in the existence of a class of

Theirs it was to serve the priests, 
ministering at (he shrine, and to "weave 
the mystic dance with hallowed gar- 
lands moving to the measure of the 
sacred melodies which they chanted 
tuiiong the fragrant vapors of the in- 
cense as they passed in' stately proces- 
sion from fane to fane. 

Tlie rise- and dominion of. the priest- 



hood who grew tyrannical and bigoted 
In their ascendency, conspired to tlie 
gradual decline of Japanese woman- 
hood to a rank of relative Insignifi- 
cance, The lowest point was reached 
during the feudal age and the Tokug- 
awa government when orders and 
classes of society were rigidly enforced, 
women were entirely submerged and 
their activities limited to the house- 
hold. 

A sign of the present times are the 
many schools for w/mieti and girls, 
notably the ulversity for women, the 
first Institution of tlie kind In the en- 
tire Orient. The university opened in 
1901 with r.on students, hi the second 
year numbered H00. and the third year 
swelled to 1,000. These living figures 
are demonstrations of the value set up- 
on woman's higher education by the 
noble empire of Japan and of the zeal 
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her daughters cherish for vt 
priceless benefits. 

With wisdom and delicacy 
that bespeak the lofty spirit 
tion, Professor Naruse, the 
the university, observes that 
to be ready to adopt all the g 
of western nations while 
all that Is best In our own; t 
the Japanese girls develop their innate 
gifts and help them assimilate the good 
fluidities of their foreign sisters. We 
must look upon a woman In her broad- 
est relations and endeavor to 
strengthen in her the consciousness 
that she Is a member of society so that 
she may contribute something both di- 
rectly and Indirectly to society at large. 

"Still further, women must be edu- 
cated not only, as members of society 
but also as souls.

IKK table linen, line towels go 
straight to the heart of every 
woman who possesses really 
womanly tastes. No matter 
whether her time la spent In an of- 
fice ur In the more feminine occupa- 
tion of directing the affairs of her 
household, linens are Interesting to 
her — and "linen" includes everything 
from sheets and pillow ease.; and 
towels through exquisite things for 
the table in the coarser — hut still In- 
teresting — kitchen cloths, such as cup 
towels and bread towels and the like. 

Fashions affect towels, strange as it 
may appear, although there ate cer- 
tain kinds, good in the days of our 
grandmothers, which are as staple to- 
day as ever they were then. Home of 
the old French designs, wrought in 
linen damask — French, too — are even 
named, the same patterns practically 
left unchanged for a matter of twen- 
ty-five years or so. 

One of them is named Marie Antoi- 
nette — one of those twenty-fl vo-year- 
old designs. It lias the famous little 
baskets, so characteristic of the fancy 
work of her time, joined for a border, 
with flowers (how fond she was of 
them!) falling from them all over the 
towel. Another is the Duchess and 
another the Prairie — the one with a 
design of lilies of the valley. sc t on In 
stately fashion; the other with roses 
(little ones) and other (lowers given a 
little more freedom of design. 

They are staple among liner things, 
just as the simpler patterns in less 
line damasks, down to the dots ami 
dice, which are the most staple of all, 
and even damask toweling, are staple 
among less expensive towels. 

Hut what is most popular of all now. 
and what bids fair to be so for a Ions 
while, are buck towels, with a world 
of variety got into the weight and 
weave and finishing. An occasional 
one Is woven with little plain stripes 
. oglng both sides and back, after the 
fashion of the dimity and tapo-odi-cl 
handkerchiefs, the broken surface in- 
terrupted for a moment by a plain 
weave which shows off the beauty of 
the linen. 

And hack towels— huckaback, to give 
them their proper title, although buck 



Is the name they go by— pome In every 
conceivable size and quality and finish. 

Instead of the fringe of a few years 
ngo. even the handsomest towels are 
finished with a hemstitched hem or with 
embroidery, the plain little hand- 
worked scallop which appears, on any- 
thing and everything these days, or, 
perhaps, with drawnwork, or with an 
edge (and insertion to match.) of Irish 
crochet lace— the close, firm kind. 

Those trimmed with Irish lace are al- 
most Impossible to reproduce, unless 
you've been at lace-making for years 
and have learned, through constant 
work, the secret, of getting the design so 
even and so firm that endless wash- 
ings will apparently- have no harmful 
effect upon it. They are costly to buy, 
b\H If you've some old Irish lace laid 
by, gel the line, plain buck, and trim 
the towels with the lace. If you've only 
enough for one end, use it. and hem- 
stitch the other end Many of the lace- 
trimmed towels arc done that way, any- 
way. 

These are the most costly of till, of 
course, and. for that matter, none of 
the ones included in the list is any- 
thing but expensive, although the work 
lavished upon them is what makes the 
cost. 

But the woman who Is deft with her 
needle may indulge in beautiful towels 
to her heart's content, whether or not 
her purse is able to st retell to the price 
of the made ones. 

Practical Fancy-Work 

Drawnwork offers untold possibilities 
to the women who can do It well. Being 
clone with rather heavy threads— and. by 
the way, u.se linen thread for the work- 
it goes rapid':,', and, if done In a close 
pattern, wears splendidly. 

Scalloping- is so pretty and so easy to 
do that it Is fast, gaining ground among 
the more practical forms of fancy work. 
The plain buck Is got. and the ends done 
In the .simplest sort of scallop, padded 
heavily, of course. You can even stamp 
your own. using a quarter to get the 
size thi'.t is popular, and ruling n line 



n cross the end so that the scallops may 
be even. 

There's a heavy buck made— which 
Is used often for the ilnest towels- 
called "elephant buck," got from the. 
surface being broken up into larger 
"regular Irregularities," as one woman 
put it. Yet the weaving is as close and 
line as the least broken of all. And bird- 
eye— a cross between buck and damask- 
is ns popular as buck for the finer sort 
of towels. 

Another buck (It's one of the costliest 
of all towels, and a beauty!) is Italian, 
and Is fine, as light and almost— but not 
ouite— as smooth. It Is woven upon a 
hand loom, the ends of the warp knot- 
ted with other threads Into a fringe 
mnde so firm and beautiful by the va- 
ried weaving and knotting that it is 
like a rare lace, and, best of all, wears 
"like iron." 

As to embroidering, there's n toss-up 
between Irish and German fancies, but 
1 1 io only set rule is that it must be blind 
embroidery and of not too elaborate a 
design. A scallop that grows out into a 
design Is as popular as any, the work 
done In such instances with very little 
padding. , , 

Sizes vary, as does everything else. 
The very huge towels tire (temporarily, 
at least) out of fashion, except in thoso 
old-time, staple towels of French dam- 
ask. The favorite ::ize Is f.bout twenty- 
seven inches wide by about forty-two 
long, instead of the fifty and fifty-four 
Inch towels, which were popular some- 
years ago. 

Hand towels come In several sizes, 
from the. smallest, which are fourteen 
Inches wide and twenty-four long, to 
those half a yard wide by a yard long, 
although the latter really belong to 
the other class of towels. 

For the woman who wants to make 
her own towels, toweling comes in every 
conceivable width, of buck, or damask, 
or blrdeye, plain as a plpcstem, or with 
good, simple staple designs, sparingly 
applied. 

Turkish toweling comes In almost as 
mnnv widths— more, perhaps, for a dou- 
ble-width toweling comes In It. (with 
colored borders woven in) of which to 
make bathrobes.

IT'S heyday and holiday with braids 
and buttons this season, for every 
aort of tiling Is trimmed with one 
or the other— or with both. Pleity 
of them are added evidence of the In- 
creased popularity of handwork, em- 
broidered buttons of silk (or of linen 
for wash dresses) used with braids, and 
passementeries, made up of several nar- 
row braids ingeniously put together. 

Almost all the.now braids have a tiny 
cord skilfully e-jricoal.-d in one edge of 
the silken mesh, by which the braid la 
drawn up Into wonderful curves ami 
wheels that, become part of n"more or 
less involved trimming. The most pop- 
ular of all braids is a flat silk kind, 
with the square mesh Unit is called 
"basket, weave," which comes in line, 
rather closely woven Kinds varying to 
a. coarse open sort that is brimful ef 
stylo. 

The two widths most popular, al- 
though every width is used freely, are 
three-quarters of an inch and an inch 
wide. 

Braids made nf three cords plaited 
together are among the popular kinds, 
ns are those braids— so elaborate an al- 
most to belong with the passementeries 
—made of the narrowest and Ilnest of 
silk braids, plaited and woven into in- 
tricate designs, some of them a compli- 
cated form of one time simple herring- 
bone patterns. 

Soutacho braid Is one of the most 
staple braids made, and the prettiest 
form of it is a revival of one in fashion 
ten or fifteen years ago, made with gold 
threads wrought into it. the gold show- 
ing only in the merest line at each side 
and an occasional glint of it coming 
from the centre. 

Plenty of two and even three toned 
braids are used, some of them woven 
that way. as many made up of two or 
three braids— a close, firm one for one 
edge, with a loose, silky plait next, per- 
haps, and, edging it, a heavy waving 
cord, or one of the many fancy little 
braids which range themselves under 
the rather misleading name of feather- 
edge. 

Braiding is done upon perfectly 
straight lines on a groat many suits and 
dresses, but the braiding that is till a 
succession of winding braids Is growing, 
almost hourly, in popularity. • 

Some of the one-sided braids— there 
are hosts of them— make the prettiest 
sort of curved braiding. They are 
made, as the name Indicates, with one 
side that Is trimmed, the other of as 
plain a braid as can lie found. 

How Gold and Silver Are Applied 

The use n f g,,ld and 'liver has under- 
gone a revolution. Instead of the In- 
sistent note of metal ringing harshly 
out through an otherwise perfect har- 
monv, only the least touch of k is 
used, a single thread woven In and 
out with apparent It regularity through 
some silky braid, invisible except for a 
glint when a strong light seeks it out. 

The only gold or silver braids used 
are the little soutache braids, thOBO 
mostly upon children's drosses, and 
tip- narrow flat gold braids mode even 
narrower by being used to pipe Other 

braids. 

Of course, tin-re are novelties In 
braids, which include Interesting 
treatments with the metals, but even 
those are subdued to some soft. In- 
teresting I >fv ' ' 
for Instance, woven together until tho 
result Is the prettiest of gray, shot 
with light. When an all-metal braid 
is hotter, threads ol sliver and of gun- 
metal are woven together, getting 
mos 
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are set in the twists of braid at telling 
places. 

A great deal or matching is done, ur of 
matching one tone of this braid with the 
Cloth It Is to trim, and then adding two 
or three other shades— lighter or dar.;er 
lones of the same color, or shades that 
contrast, though even then contrasts 
must be softened. , , , 

It is In these combinations of braids 



that the woman who likes individual 
tone lies upoti her clothes Is finding an 
outlet for her talent. 

The range of ideas In buttons is almost 
as boundless: 

A great many button moulds are used, 
covered with silk to match the dress, or 
shirtwaist upon which they are to be 
used. Usually they are plain, although 
some pretty conceits are about in the 
shape of buttons embroidered with 
French knots, or with some simple 
little design worked In tho same tone as 
tin- silk itself. 

On linen buttons, a favorite treatment 
consists In working a sort of net over 
the button, the stitch being the simplest 
form of what Is known In lace work as 
the lace stitch— really a sort of button- 
holing into rows of stitches. Occasion- 
ally a wee bit nf hardanger, or or eyelet 
work Is used for the buttons which are 
to go with blouses or shirtwaists em- 
broidered in one of the two ways. In 
that case, the button hits are mounted 
over other bits of linen when they are 
put. on the moulds. 

Embroidered buttons for children s 
clothes usually take the form of sail- 
or buttons, with the all-Important star 
worked in color upon It. 



Besides the buttons In which, fancy 
vork takes a hand, there arc apparenl- 
y countless new' buttons, the kind most 
lii fashion being those which are en- 
ameled, both the dull and tho glazed 
enamels equally good. These come In till 
sorts of designs from the boldest Egyp- 
tian ones to dainty Dresden affairs out. 
of some of which peep dainty ladle*, 
powdered hair and Jewels setting them 
off like a frame. 

Jeweled effects are good, too, from the 
rhlnestone buttons-squares or sdars or 
circles— Which give a rich Httlo touch 
to evening gowns, to dull gnld and sil- 
ver effects, set With Imitation ame- 
thyst, or jticle. or a dozen other stones. 
There tire even openwork effects, got 
by n metal top, cut open, under which 
Is set glass colored like jewels. Ona 
particularly good button looks as though 
It were made up of cut. jewels, set hi 
circles. Hut a new device prevents 
their being the perishable things 
which at first night you think them. 
For Instead of being separate bits of 
glass, set in jewel fashion, liable to 
loosen and come out, they are all one 
piece, cut to represent a dozen. 

Buttons and Buckles That Match
